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School board afi justly criticised concerning building of new gymnasium 


A great deal of unwarranted criticism has 
been directed at the Board of Education in 
connection with the building of the gymnasium 
at the new jaysee. It is the opinion of El Don 
that these criticisms are unjust and unfounded. 
It is also the opinion of El Don that people who 
make such criticisms would profit by spending 
less time in criticising and more time in learn- 
ing the facts. 

People who carelessly accuse Santa Ana 
school officials of planning a men’s gymnas- 
ium that is a “cracker box’ and that is smaller 
than the high school’s Andrews gym, do NOT 
have the facts. Those who claim that plans for 
a women’s gymnasium on the new campus have 
been discarded, evidently just didn’t take time 
o learn the truth. 

Here are the facts. Here is the truth: 

Plans for the new men’s gymnasium 
lhaven’t even been completed or approved; and, 
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when the gym is built, it will not be a “cracker 
box.” It will not be smaller than Andrew’s 
gym. The architect has been instructed to plan 
a gym that will seat approximately 2,000. 

A suggestion has been made by some that 
the school board should build a field house 
that will seat 7,000 people. Those who make 
this suggestion, back it up with statistics show- 
ing the great number of people who attend 
basketball games in the East. Basketball never 
has been, and isn’t now, nearly as popular as 
it is in the East. Los Angeles, with a popula- 
tion of 2,000,000, has difficulty in getting 7,000 
people to attend basketball games. The build- 
ing a field house that would seat 7,000 people 
would only lead to more criticism of the school 
board for spending the taxpayer’s money, need- 
lessly. 


As for a women’s gymnasium—it was 


never planned to build one immediately. The 


idea was and still is, to build the men’s gym- 
nasium now, and then, later on, to build a 
women’s gym and a swimming pool. That is 
the only solution, for these three projects to- 
gether will cost $400,000. If all three are built 
immediately, nearly half of the $994,000 bond 
issue will have been spent. 

No one wants an adequate athletic depart- 
ment more than the students of Santa Ana 
Junior college. But, we also want an auditor- 
ium, a cafeteria, class rooms, and shop build- 
ings. 

If being able to move into the new college 
sooner means that we will have to wait awhile 
before an adequate women’s gym and a swim- 
ming pool can be built—then we are willing 
to wait! But we want the men’s gym and the 
other essential buildings now!

One of the latest additions to 
the ranks of the veterans here on 
the campus is Archie Cruzen, for- 
mer paratrooper and just dis- 
charged after three years of army 
service. 

The blonde Tustinite entered 
the army in February of 1943 and 
after the usual trek through Ft. 
MacArthur, traveled east to Camp 
MacKall, North Carolina, where 
he went into airborne training for 
the next ten months, first as a 
“glider rider” and then as a re- 
gular paratrooper. 

Sailed to Pacific 

After making the Louisiana 
maneuvers of early ’44 Arch 
sailed overseas with the 11th Air- 
borne Division and landed at Oro 

Bay in New Guinea where he 
continued training and preparing 
for the combat to come. The 
combat came in October of the 
same year when the 11th went 
into the Ormoc valley on foot on 
Leyte in the Philippines for mop- 
ping up operations which were to 
keep them occupied for the next 
three months. 


By the end of January 
Cruzen’s division was on the move 
again; this time to Luzon where 
Arch’s regiment jumped south of 
Manila in the Nichols Field 
Cavite area and became the 
southern prong of the American 
drive for the Philippine capitol. 
During this campaign, the work 
of the 11th Airborne brought 
in the form of a presidential ci- 
tation. 

On to Tokyo 

After the job ended in Manila, 
it was south again for Cruzen as 
they moved into Batangas pro- 
vinee on Luzon for the ever pre- 
sent mopping up. This lasted un- 
til May of 1945 when they were 
pulled back for a ‘well earned 


rest. 


ghe first notices of the Japa- 
nese capitulation was sufficient 
to cause the 11th to be flown to 
Okinawa, there to wait for the 
decision on where the final Jap 
surrender would take place. And 
on August 30, Cruzen was among 
those Yanks who landed on 
Atsugi airfield, near Tokyo, and 
became the first man into Japan. 
Tokyo was their residence for two 
weeks and then it was north to 
Sendai and the assigned occupa- 
tion area. 


Remaining in Sendai until time 
for the trip home, Arch arrived 
stateside in early January of this 
year and thrust aside the govern- 
ments hold on. him the same 
month. Holder of the Asiatic- 
Pacific ribbon with three cam- 
paign stars and a bronze arrow- 
head, the Philippine Liberation 
ribbon with two stars, the 
American Theater, and a _presi- 
dential citation, plus the usual 
Good Conduct and Victory 
medals, Cruzen returns to the ed- 
ucational grind this semester.
